No. S.T. 8841— The Government of India (Ministry 
of Education) have accorded their approval vide their 
letter No. 3-14/69-U.I.. dated 26-8-69 to the amendments

A candidate who is 
not successful in the first Professional examination in 
four consecutive chances shall not be allowed to con- 
tinue his studies for the medical course. 

28. Regulation 7 for Bachelor of Dental Surgery 
(B.D.S.) examination at pages 399-400 of the Calendar, 
Volume 11, 1968, shall read as under 

7. Every candidate shall be required to take all 
subjects of the examination. A candidate failing in 
any subject or subjects of this examination before 
being permitted to reappear at the subsequent 
examination shall produce evidence of having passed 
such a course of training in that subject or subjects 
as the Principal of College may determine. 

If a candidate passes in one subject in the First 
Professional examination he shall be exempted from 

• appearing in that subject at a subsequent examination, 
provided the whole examination is completed within 
a period of two years from the time the candidate 
hist appeared in the examination, failing which he 
shall not be permitted to continue his studies in the 
Dental college. 

A candidate shall not be declared to have passed 
the First Professional B.D.S, examination till he has 
passed in all the subjects of the said examination. 

29. Regulation 9 for Master of Dental Science 
(M.D.S.) examination, at page 410 of the Calendar, 
Volume II, 1968, shall read as under : — 

9, A candidate who is unable to clear Part I 
examination within four consecutive chances, shall 
not be allowed to continue his studies for this exami-

30. Regulations 12, 13 and 13.1 for Bachelor of 
Pharmacy at pages 472-473 of the Calendar, Volendar,

12. The minimum number of marks required to 
pass this examination shall be 50 per cent of the 
marks separately in written and in oral and practical.

This shall, however, not affect the right of 
a candidate to reappear in one subject under the 
Regulation 13. 

13. A candidate who fails in one subject only, but 
has obtained 50 per cent of the aggregate marks in the 
examination and not less than 40 per cent of the marks 
in the subject in which he has failed may be permitted, 
to appear in that subject only at any subsequent examina- 
tion on payment of the same fee as for tbc whole exami- 


nation, If be obtains 50 per cent of the marks in that 
subject both in the written and oral and practical parts 
of the examination, he shall be deemed to have passed 
the examination. 

Provided that a candidate who comes in com- 
partment in Part / examination under this regulation 
must complete the whole examination within the 
chances allowed under Regulation 12. 

Provided further that a candidate who comes in 
compartment for Part II and Part III examinations 
under this Regulation may be allowed to appear in 
the next three consecutive examinations, failing 
which he shall have to repeat the whole examination. 

Provided further that if a candidate is unable to 
appear in one or more chances owing to illness, he 
will he given the next succeeding one or more 
chances missed by him on application to the Regis- 
trar of the Punjab University within 31) days of the 
commencement of the University examination ac- 
companied by a medical certificate duly recommend- 
ed by the Head of the Department of Pharmacy, 
The additional chance/ s in lieu of the chance/s 
missed on account of illness will be available only 
to a candidate who has submitted, his admission fee 
and form. 

13. A candidate who passes in one or more subjects but 
fails in the Part I examination shall, if he so desires, be 
exempted from appearing in such subject/subjects, pro- 
vided he clears the remaining subject/subjects of that parti- 
cular examination in tire three subsequent chances, failing 
which he shall not be allowed to continue his studies for 
the B. Pharmacy course. 

A candidate who passes in one or more subjects but fails 
in Part 11 and Part III examinations shall if he so de- 
sires be exempted from appearing in. such subject or sub- 
jects provided he clears the remaining subject/ subjects of 
the course in 3 subsequent chances, failing which he 
shall have to repeat the whole examination. 

Provided further that a candidate coming under this 
category shall b e eligible to join the next higher class till 
the result of the supplementary examination of that very 
year js declared. But he shall be allowed to continue 
further only if he dears the remaining subject/ subjects 
in the supplementary examination of the year in which 
he was granted exemption. The candidate who passes 
in the remaining subject/ subjects in the supplementary 
examination will be eligible to appear for the next higher 
examination next April. 

31, Regulation 10 for Master of Pharmacy examina-

If he fails to 
qualify in the relegated subject or subjects of the 1st year 
tor which he appeared alongwith the second examination 
in Architecture his result for th c second examination in 
architecture shall automatically be cancelled and the 
candidate shall then revert to the First year class for re- 
peating as a regular student of that class. .Such a candi- 
date shall pay admissoin ice for the whole examination 
as prescribed in Regulation 5. 

SECOND EXAMINATION 

20. Subject to the provisions of regulation 21, a candi- 
date who fails in the examination but obtains in a subject 
or subjects the minimum marks as laid down in Regulation 
17 shall be exempted from appearing in such subject or 
subjects tor the next two examinations. For such subject or 
subjects, a supplementary examination will be held in the 
month of November of the same year. A candidate to 
whom this concession of th c two chances to clear thc 
relegated subject or subjects is granted shall be allowed 
to join the Third year class, pending the declaration of 
the result of the supplementary examination. But if such 
a candidate fails to qualify in the relegated subject or 
subjects at the supplementary examination, he shall still 
be allowed to continue in the Third year class and shall 
be permitted to reappear in the relegated subject or 
subjects alongwith the Third examination in Archi- 
tecture. If he fails to qualify in. the lelegated subject 
or subjects of the 2nd year for which he appeared along- 
with the Third examination in Architecture his result for 
the Third examination in Architecture shall automatically 
be cancelled, and the candidate shall then revert to the 
Second year class for repeating as a regular student o! 
that class. Suet a candidate shall pay admission fee for 
the vvhole examination as prescribed in Regulation 5. 

THIRD (INTERMEDIATE) EXAMINATION 

27. Subject to the provisions of Regulation 28, a candi- 
date who fails in the examination biil obtains in a sub- 
ject or subjects the minimum marks as laid down in 
Regulation 24 shall be exempted from appearing in such 
subject or subjects for the next two examinations. For 
such subject or subjects, a supplementary examination 
will be held in th e month of November of the same year. 

A candidate to whom this concession of the two 
chances to clear thc relegated subject or subjects is 
granted, shall be allowed to join the Fourth-year class, 
pending the declaration of the result of the supplementary 
examination. But if such a candidate fails to qualify in 
the relegated subject or subjects at the supplementary 
examination, he shall still be allowed to continue in thc 
Fourth-year class and shall be permitted to reappear in 
the relegated subject or subjects alongwith the Fourth 
examination iu Architecture. If he fails to qualify in 
the relegated subject or subjects ol the Third-year class 
for which he appeared alongwith the Fourth-year Exa- 
mination in Architecture, Ills result for the Fourth-year 
examination in Architecture shall be automatically cancelled 
and the candidate shall then revert to the Third-year class 
for repeating as a regular student of that class. Such 
candidates shall pay admission fee for the whole examina- 
tion, prescribed under Regulation 5, 

FOURTH (PRE-FINAL) EXAMINATION 

34. A candidate who fails in the examination but ob- 
tains in a subject or subjects the minimum marks as laid 
down in Regulation 31 shall be exempted from appear- 
in such subject or subjects lor thc next two examinations. 
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for such subject or subjects supplementary examination 
will bo held in the month of November of the same year. 
A candidate to whom this concession of the two chances 
to clear the relegated subject or subjects is granted, shall 
be allowed to join the Fifth year class, pending the dec- 
laration of the result of the supplementary examination. 
But if such a candidate fails to qualify in the relegated, 
subject or subjects at the supplementary examination, he 
shall still be allowed to continue in the Fifth year class 
and shall be permitted to reappear in the relegated sub- 
ject or subjects alongwith the Final Examination in 
Architecture. If he fails to qualify in the relegated subject 
or subjects of the Fourth year class for which he appeared 
alongwith the Final examination in Architecture, his re- 
sult for the Final examination in Architecture shall be 
automatically cancelled and the candidate shall then 
revert to the Fourth year class for repeating as a regular 
student of that class. Such candidates shall pay admission 
fee for Che whole examination prescribed under Regula- 
tion 5. 

FIFTH (FINAL) EXAMINATION 

41. A candidate who fails in the examination but ob- 
tains in a subject or subjects the minimum marks as laid 
down in regulation 38, shall be exempted from appearing 
in such fubject or subjects for the next two examina- 
tions. For the remaining subject or subjects a supple- 
mentary examination will be held in the month of 
November of the same year. If he does not pass in it. 
then at the next two examinations (including the sup- 
plementary) he shall repeat the entire Final examination 
in Architecture after attending the Fifth year class as a 
Tegular student all over again, 

53. Regulation 15(i) (revised) for Ph.D. Degree in 
the Faculties of Arts, Languages, Education, Science & 
Mathematics and Design & Fine Arts, shall read as 
under : — 

15. (1) The thesis shall accompany (a) a fee of 
Rs. 250/-; (b) a certificate from his supervisor (as may 
be proscribed by the Syndicate) indicating the period for 
which the candidate has done research work and that 
the thesis is worthy of consideration for the award of 
the Ph.D. degree and (c) in the case of a candidate for 
Science Faculty, a ‘certificate to the effect that he has 
qualified in certificate or Technical Translation Exami- 
nation in French or German or Russian of this University 
or has obtained any other certificate approved by the 
Syndicate.

56. Regulations 2(B) and 9 for Degree of Bachelor 
of Education (B.Ed.) examination at pages 232 and 234 
respectively, of the Calendar, Volume II, 1968, shall read 
as under ; — 

2. The examination shall be open to a person, who 
is — 

2. (B) any graduate who having completed the pres- 
cribed course does not appear in the examination, or, 
having appeared in the examination, has failed, may be 
allowed to appear in the examination privately as a late 
college student for two consecutive years without attend- 
ing a fresh course of instruction.

9. A candidate who fails shall be permitted to take 
the examination in the Part or Parts in which he fails.

266 of the Calendar, Volume II, 1968, has been deleted. 

59. Regulation 8.1 for Degree of Bachelor of Laws 
examination (revised scheme) at page 330 of the Calen- 
dar, Volume II, 1968, shall read as under : — 

8.1. A candidate who is unable to pass First examina- 
tion in Law mentioned in Rule 2 in four consecutive 
chances shall not be allowed to continue his studies for 
the Law course. 

60. Regulation 16 for Diploma in Pharmacy and 
Dressers’ Course examination at page 488 of the Calen- 
dar, Volume II, 1968, shall read as under : — 

16. A candidate who fails in the Final examination for 
Diploma in Pharmacy and Dresser’s course may, at his 
option, take the examination in Parts, in one or more 
subjects in which he has failed or in whole. 

A candidate who is unable to clear the whole exami- 
nation even in four consecutive attempts shall have to 
appear in the next examination in all the subjects, but 
this limit shall not apply to the Final examination. 

A candidate who fails in the Final examination for the 
Diploma in Pharmacy must attend the class in both prac- 
tical and theoretical subjects to the satisfaction of the 
Principal/ Head of the Department before he is permitted 
to sit for the next examination. 

61. Regulation 7 for B.Com. examination at page 167 
of the Calendar, Volume II, 1968, shall read as under 

7. A student who has completed the prescribed course 
of instruction for the examination but has not appeared 
in the examination or has appeared but has failed, may 
be recommended by the Principal/ Head of the Depart- 
ment for admission to such examination, as a late college 
student, without attending a fresh course of instruction, 
at the next annual examination. On his second failure 
in the examination or failure to appear in the examina- 
tion, he shall not be eligible to appear in the examination 
without attending a fresh course in an affiliated college/ 
Department. If he fails at the third attempt he may 
again be permitted to appear at the next annual exami- 
nation either as a college student or as a private student, 
but if he fails even at the fourth attempt in Part I exami- 
nation he shall not be permitted thereafter to appear in 
that examination either as a college student or as a pri- 
vate candidate. This shall not effect the right of a candi- 
date to reappear in one subject under compartment regu- 
lation. Provided that a candidate who fails In Part It or 
Part 111 examinations at the fourth attempt, shall repent 
the above process. 

62. Regulations relating to the award of two scholar- 
ships out of ‘‘Panjab University Soldiers’ Relief Fund." 

1. Two Scholarships will be awarded every year to 
the sons and daughters of members of Defence 
Services studying at the Panjab University De- 
partments/Colleges. Preference will he given to 
the children of those who are disabled or have 
been killed in military operations. 

2. Each Scholarship shall be of the value of Rs. 45 
per mensem. 
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3. The tenure of scholarship shall be for the dura- 
tion of the course to which a student is admitted 

i.e. two or three years as the case may be. 

4. No student shall hold this scholarship akmgwith 
another scholarship without the approval of the 
Vice-Chancellor. 

5. A student who has been awarded a scholarship 
shall be liable to pay the tuition, fee to the depart- 
ment/college for the months for which the 
scholarship is claimed. This, however, shall not 
debar him from grant of full or half fee conces- 
sion by the Department/Collegc. 

6. Scholarship shall be awarded on the express 
understanding that the holder shall attend the 
department/ college as a regular student and 
pursue his studies with industry. If it should 
appear at any time that the scholar fails to make 
satisfactory progress or has been guilty of gross 
misconduct or laziness or has been irregular in 
attendance, he shall after due warning, be report- 
ed by the Head of the University Department/ 
College to the Vice-Chancellor who may diminish 
or withdraw the scholarship. 

7. A scholarship holder who fails in the University 
examination, shall not be eligible for this scholar- 
ship again. 

8. These scholarships shall be awarded by the Vice- 
Chancellor on the recommendation of a Com- 
mittee to be appointed, by him. 

63. Regulations for the Diploma Examination in Adi 
Granth Acharya 

1. An Adi Granth Acharya examination shall be held 
annually in the month of June or on such other date as 
may be fixed by the Syndicate. The examination shall 
be held in two Parts, viz, I and II. and shall be open to 
candidates who satisfy the conditions laid down for each 
Part in the following regulations. 

2. (A) The last date by which admission forms and fees 
for Nath Part I and Part II examinations must reach the 
Registrar shall be as follows : — 

Without late fee March 1 

With late fee of Rs. 5 March 15 

Three days of grace shall be allowed after the last 
date without late fee prescribed above. 

(B) The amount of admission fee to be paid by a 
candidate for each Part shall be as follows : 

Candidates from affiliated Institutions Rs. 20 

Private candidates Rs. 25 

(C) Candidates shall submit their application forms for 
admission to the examination countersigned by one of 
the authorities approved by Syndicate for this purpose. 

3. There shall be four papers of 100 marks each, in 
both Part I and II examinations as given in the syllabus. 

4. The medium of examination will be Hindi or 
Panjabi for both question papers and answers. 

5. The minimum number of marks required to pass 
the examination shall be 45 per cent In each paper. 

Provided that a candidate who fails in one or more 
papers and/or in the aggregate by not more than one 
per cent of the total aggregate marks, shall be given 
these marks, to make up the deficiency, and shall be 
declared to have passed the examination. 


6. A candidate for Part I or Part II examination who 
obtains at least 45 per cent of the aggregate number of 
marks but fails in one Paper by obtaining not less than 
33 per cent marks in that paper shall be permitted to 
appear in the Paper in which he failed at the supplemen- 
tary examination held in November of the same year on 
payment of full fee prescribed for the examination. If 
he obtains pass marks, he shall be deemed to have passed 
the Adi Granth Acharya examination. If he fails at the 
supplementary examination, he shall have to appear in 
all the Papers next time. 

Admission application form and fee of a candidate for 
the supplementary examination must reach the Registrar 
by September 15 without late 'fee and by September 30 
with late fee of Rs. 5. Three days of grace shall be 
allowed after the last date without late fee. 

7. The division of successful candidates shall be deter- 
mined on the combined result of Purt 1 and Part II exami- 
nations. 

Successful candidates who obtain 60 per cent or more 
of the aggregate number of marks shall be placed in the 
first division, those who obtain 50 per cent or more but 
less than 60 per cent shall be placed in the second divi- 
sion, and all below 50 per cent shall be placed in the 
third division. 

8. Four weeks after the commencement of the exami- 
nation or as soon as may be possible, the Registrar shall 
publish a list of candidates who have passed. Each suc- 
cessful candidate of Part I shall receive a certificate of 
having passed in Part I of the examination. Each suc- 
cessful candidate of Part II shall receive a diploma con- 
ferring the title of Adi Granth Acharya. 

PART I 

9. The examination shall be open to any candidate 
who— 

(A) (i) has been on the rolls of an institution affi- 

liated to the University for the Adi Granth 
Acharya examination for one academic year 
preceding the examination; 

(ii) has passed Honours examination in any 
modern or classical language or First Degree 
Examination. 

(iii) has his name submitted to the Registrar by 
the Head of the institution accompanied by 
the following certificates; 

(a) Of good character; 

(b) of having attended not less than two- 
thirds of the lectures delivered in the 
subject in which he wishes to be examin- 
ed; a deficiency in the lectures may be 
condoned for special reasons by the 
Syndicate. 

Or 

(B) is a private candidate admitted (i) under Regu- 
lation 2(d) (ii) relating to private candidates, or 
(ii) from an “associated institution”, provided he 
has passed one of the examinations included in 
(A) (ii) above. 

PART 11 

10. The examination shall be open to any candidate 

who — i 

A(i) has been on the rolls of an institution affiliated 
to the University for the Adi Granth Acharya 
examination for one academic year preceding 
the examination; 
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(ii) has passed not less than one academic year pre- 
viously the Adi Granth Acharya Part I exami- 
nation in the subject offered; 

(iii) has his name submitted to the Registrar by the 
head of the institution accompanied by the 
following certificates : 

(a) Of good character; 

(b) of having attended not less than two-thirds 
of the lectures delivered in the subfect in 
which ho wishes to be examined; a defi- 
ciency in lectures may be condoned for 
special reasons by the Syndicate. 

Or 

B. is a private candidate admitted (i) under Regula- 
tion 2(d) (ii) relating to private candidates, or 
(ii) from an “associated institution’’, provided he 
has passed Adi Granth Acharya Part I examina- 
tion one academic year previously in the subject 
offered.
